These, when added to the 
population of the United States and 
the population of the twenty-two 
countries with which similar treaties 
have heretofore been signed, brings 
under the influence of these treaties 
considerably more than two-thirds of 
the inhabitants of the globe.

Twenty-seven persons were drowned 
early today when St. Louis and San 
Francisco westbound passenger train 
No. 5, St. Louls to Texas, plunged 
into a cloudburst two miles west of 
Lebanon, Mo., and two passenger 
coaches toppled into a deep gully 
swollen with water. 
Sixteen of the dead have been 
identified. Eighteen persons were in- 
jured, ten of them seriously. Ninety- 
nine persons, including the crew, were 
on the train. , 
The accident occurred at a curve 
which marked the edge of a ravine 
characteristic of the Ozark hill coun- 
try. For several hours the train had 
been going carefully, as the engineer 
feared the heavy rains had weakened 
the track. Just as the engine hit the 
curve two miles from Lebanon, En- 
gineer O'Brien saw a  cloudburst, 
seemingly a wall of water ahead of 
him.

further revolution and peace 
with the United States, constituted a 
constant menace to friendly relations. 
The Mexican chief contended—and 
he was supported by Gens. Villa and 
Obregon—that the Mexican people 
would not understand the continued 
presence of American troops on Mex- 
ican soil and would be bound to cher- 
ish resentment no matter how well 
intentioned the American gavernment 
Was or how acquiescent the Mexico 
City administration itself might be. 

TIME NOW FIXED. 


Until today the Washington gov- 
ernment had not decided upon any 
fixed time for the withdrawal of its 
forces, and awaited negotiatien with 
the new government on the subject. 
At first the President believed it de- 
sirable to keep American forces at 
Vera Cruz for salutary effect, hoping 
that a constitutional election would 
be conducted fairly and the troops 
brought back after a constiutionally- 
elected executive was in power. 

The Constitutionalist general, ar- 
gued, however, that no election could 
be free and without compulsion with 


a part of Mexican territory controlled 


by American forces. He pointed out, 
too, that the question of the American 
troops might soon become a domestic 
issue which might cause internal dis- 
sension. 

The President discussed the subject 
with hie Cabinet, some of whom, it is 
understood, did not favor the move. 
It was finally the consensus of opinion 
that tht main purpose of the Ameri- 
can expedition to Vera Crus— to pun- 
ish the affront to the flag at Tampico 
—had been achieved through the oc- 
cupation itself and the forcing of 
Huerta’s abdication as. provisional 
President. The holding of the port 
of Vera Cruz as an act of reprisal 
against Huerta, it is admitted, was 
one of the factors which starved 
Huerta into submission. 

CARRANZA'S WISHES. 

Another circumstance which in- 
fluenced the President's judgment was 
the approaching general conventior of 
military chiefs on October 1. On that 
Gate a provisional President will be 
designated. It may be Carranza or 
another. Gen. Carranza wished to 
be able to turn over power to a suc- 
cessor with the country absolutely at 
peace with its northern neighbor. He 
argued that charges have frequently 
been made that the Constitutionalists 
came into power through the assist- 
ance of the United States, a conten- 
tion from which the anti-American 
feeling was often fomented in Mexico. 

On the question of recognition it is 
known that the President and his ad- 
visers have reached no decision. The 
conference on October 1 will designate 
a provisional President who will un- 
doubtedly be recognized if all facfians 
accept him. The United States. as 
well as Argentina, Brazil and Chile, 
will consider the popular acceptance 
of the provisional President chosen 
at that conference as the fulfillment of 
the protocols signed at the Niagara 
Falls mediation conference. 

It had been intended by the Amer- 
fean government to withdraw its 
forces only after recogpition had been 
extended, but in the interests of peace 
and harmony with the southern re- 
public, today’s action was deemed 
most expedient by the President, who 
is confident that a stable government 
will soon restore the country to its 


normal condition. 
THE CUSTOMHOUSE. 

Preparations were begun today for 
turning the customhouse at Vera Cruz 
and the municipal government over 
to the Mexicans again. Secretary Gar- 
rison asked Secretary Bryan to desig- 
nate competent persons to take over 
the customhouse and the city govern- 
ment. An inquiry on this subject was 
sent to the Carranza government by 
Secretary Bryan today, but no answer 
has yet been received. 

The troops at Vera Cruz under Gen. 
Funston, including 7200 soldiers and 
marines, are expected to begin their 
departure in about two weeks. Or- 
ders were sent today to transports now 
at Newport News and -Galveston to 
proceed to Vera Cruz to take the 
‘i forces on board. The transports in- 
clude the Sumner and Kilpatrick and 
the chartered boats City of Denver 
and Cristobal. Boats for carrying 
horses and freight are now at Galves- 
ton. 

The marines on duty at Vera Cruz 
will be sent back to the warships and 
stations ‘from which they were taken, 
and the troops will be sent to Texas 
City, where the second army division 
is stationed. Formal orders for the 
withdrawal of the ships in Mexican 
waters will not be issued for several 
days. These ships include the battle- 
ships Virginia, North Dakota, Arkan-

“Are you going to put the Presi- 
dent of the United Statesina position 
where he will be ridiculed by capital- 
ists all over the country?” he de- 
manded. 

“I don’t believe you are going to 
commit suicide,” the Federal mediator 
edded. “I believe you're going to accept 
this proposition. If the Federal troops 
leave while the strike is unsettled, God 
only knows what will happen.” 

Hayes in his speech told the dele- 
gates that the union had spent $3,044,- 
000 upon the strike. He urged the ac-

The interviewer could think of no 
‘others to suggest, so it appears to be 
quite a mystery as to just why Mrs. 
Caples is suing for divorce. They 
were separated once before, in March, 
1912, but became reconciled. Then 
Mr. Caples was alleged to have gotten 
into some difficulties over some mules 
that he bought in El Paso and 
brought to Los Angeles.

DOUBLE-BARRELED CHARITY, 

Seuing - room Opened Where Hand- 
icapped Women Are Paid to Make 
Garments for the Poor and Others. 
The first “industrial-aid” activity of 
the United Charities is now in opera- 
tion at the organization headquarters, 
No. 121 West Temple street. Here 
three large, light and airy rooms 
have been fitted out with sewing ma- 
chines and “handicapped women” are 
being given work at 20 cents an hour 
and care fare. There are now about 
twenty women employed mending 
garments donated for the use of the 
poor. An appeal 
householders, laundries, shops and 
business houses needing plain sewing 
to give this work to the United Chari- 
ties. The sewing s done in sanitary 
surroundings, all work kept separate, 
called for and delivered. A compe- 
tent forelady is in charge of the 
workers and all the sewing is re- 
quired to be up to standard. , 

The United Charities make no 
money from the room-—in fact, it is 
run at a slight loss. All the proceeds 
go to pay the workers the wage 
named and for the rental of sewing 
machines. The beneficiaries are to 
be Los Angeles people only. The 
definition of a “handicapped woman” 
is one without means of support and 
prevented by age or physical disabil- 
ity from doing commercial work. 

Miss Isabelle Simeral, superinten- 
dent of the United Charities, says 
that if the sewing-rooms are success- 
ful some similar work will be devised 
for men-—probably a wood-yard or 


workshop.

DYING, REFUTES 
WIFE'S CHARGES. 


Clima to Quarr uarrel. 


Says H usband, from Arizona, 
Boasted of Deceit. 


Woman in Jail Charged With 
Having Murdered Him. 


As the climax of a long train of 
domestic differences, Mrs. Faunce 
Corum, 38 years cld, shot and killed 
her husband, Percy E. Corum, 86, real 
estate dealer and land locator, at their 
home, No. 305 Metcalf street, yester- 
day afternoon while their 11-year-old 
gon was at school. 

The shooting was precipitated, Mrs. 
Corum says, by the husband's attack 
upon her with a knife and flat iron 
followed by a scuffle for possessicn of 
the revolver. In a dramatic ante- 
mortem statement made in the pres- 
ence of his wife, Mr. Corum denied 
that he had ever beaten or threateried 
her. Supporting the wife's story of 
abuse is the testimony not only of 


jneighbors, but of police detectives, 


who have been cognizant, they say, 
cf the husband's mistreatment of the 
wife. 

Mr. Corum’s business was the plac- 
ing of homesteaders upon government 
land. He lived the greater part of 
the year at Phoenix, visiting his home 
here irregularly. At such times, neigh- 
bors say, the couple invariably quar- 
reled. Yesterday Mr. Corum and his 
wife were seated at the luncheon ta- 
ble. 

“As we sat down to eat he began to 
boast that he had told some man that 
he owned several thousand acres in 
Arizona,” Mrs. Ccrum told the detec- 
tives. “I reproached him for making 
statements like that considering our 
poor circumstances. It made him an- 
gry. He grabbed up a flat iron and 
threatened to kill me. He meant it, 
too. I got the tron away from him 
and then he came at me with a knife. 
He looked at me and then threw it 
down. That's too slow for you,’ he 
said. He ran into the bedroom and 
I knew that he was after the gun un- 
der the mattress. I ran after him and 
he turned about, caught and choked 
me. I broke away and was wild. I 


pulled out the gun. He was coming 
toward me. I fired. He fell, cursing 
me.” 


Screaming that she had killed her 
husband, Mrs. Corum ran into the 
yard. Neighbors ran hastily out. One, 
M. F. Brooks, of Ne. 310 Metcalf 
street, took the gun from her hand. 
Mr. Corum had been shot in the right 
abdomen. 

A minute before Mr. Corum was te 
be put under an anesthetic at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, his wife was led in. 
Lying on the operating table, the 
wounded man was catechised by De- 
tectives King, Oaks, Leon and Rico. 
“Is this the woman who shot ycu?” 
Mr. Corum was asked. 

He slowly moved his eyes in her 
direction. : 

„es he said in a low tone. 
“Why did she do it?” the detectives 
asked. 

Mrs. Corum dropped to her knees 
in supplication. She tried to take her 
husband's hand. 

“Percy, tell the ruth, tell them the 
truth,” she implored. 

There was no change in the expres- 
sion on the face of the wounded man. 
Pcint by point Mrs. Corum's story was 
related to him. He denied any mis- 
treatment.

She watched her husband as he de- 
nied her story. A moment later she 
repeated what she had already told 
with no ill-feeling against her hus- 
band apparent. 

“Oh, I hope he will live; I don't 
want him to die.” ; 

A moment later she was concerned 
that her son have proper care when 
he returned from school.

SEEK MEASURE 


— 


NDER the special direction of 
U the government a party of sur- 
veyors employed in the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey Department of the 
United States are carrying on a se- 
ries of unique and highly scientific 
observations in the Southwest. They 
arrived in this city yesterday after 
having traveled by slow stages from 
Denver, via Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona in an auto truck, and are at 
the Hollenbeck. In the party are C. 
V. Hodgson of Washington, D. Cy P. 
F. Robuck, of Wilmington, O.; 
D. W. Taylor of Tampasas, Tex., and 
Edward M. Shields of Cleveland. 
The work which they are doing con- 
sists primarily in the calculation of 
the deflection from the vertical in the 
line of the meridian, namely, deter- 
mining the influence of certain geo- 
detic features, such as mountains, on 
a plumb line. In this connection they 
are gathering data on the size, and 
shape of the earth in this section in 
order that any changes which may 
henceforth occur, may be noted. This 
is the first time such observations 
have been made in this part of the 
country. The data which the sur- 
veyors are gathering will be filed with 
the government, and a portion used 
at the International Geodetic Con- 
ference which is held annually. 
As far as roads are concerned, Mr. 
Hodgson said that the boulevards in 


the vicinity of Los Angeles would be 


hard to duplicate. He said that the 
best country roads, aside from those 
hereabouts, are to be found in Eastern 
and Central Arizona. 

The observations will extend over

Testimony of E. Avery McCarthy 
of the McCarthy Company: 
Chairman Walsh: This Commis- 
sion has been advised, Mr. McCarthy, 
that you have some data that might 
prove to be valuable in our hearing. 
Mr. McCarthy: The specific points 
indicated to me are these: 

First, the extent to which wage- 
earners in Los Angeles own their own 
homes. The first heading under that 
is: With clear titles. 

From my experience of twenty-six 
years in the real estate business in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, the 
last ten years of which have been con- 
tinuous in Los Angeles in the build- 
ing and sale of small homes and home 
lots in the south and southwest of 
Los Angeles city, that section of the 
city used mostly by wage-earners for 
homes, I would say that about 10 per 
cent. of wage-earners who own homes 
Lin Los Angeles, own them clear of 
incumbrance. 

Q: What per cent., please? 

A: Ten per cent. 

During the past ten years the Mc- 
Carthy Company has subdivided in 
the city of Los Angeles twenty-nine 
tracts of its own, aggregating 3393 
home lots, in the south and south- 
west of the city of Los Angeles, upon 
which are built 1233 homes. The 
percentage of the homes owned and 
occupied by w -earners is $0 per 
cent.; and of th lots sold and not 
ret bullt upon, the percentage owned 

y wage-earners is about 80 per cent. 
From 80 to 90 per cent. of those 
homes and home-lot purchasers are 
paying up on easy instalment or 
monthly-payment plans. These places 
are being carried on contracts, at 
least down to the point where one- 
half of the purchase price is paid; 
thereafter frequently they are carried 
on mortgages.

COMMISSIONERS SCORE UNION 
HOLLYWOOD OOMPANY., 


Allege Effort to Get Quarter Mil- 
lion Dollars More for Plant from 
City Than Property Is Worth. 
Charge Attempt at Coercion in 
Resolutions, 


The Hollywood water controversy 
assumed a more darksome aspect yes- 
terday when the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners scored the 
Union Hollywood Water Company for 
making ah alleged effort to force upon 
this city their water system at a price 
greatly in excess of the value of the 
system.to Los Angeles. 

It is charged in the resolution 
adopted at the meeting yesterday that 
this has followed the non-acceptance 
of the company's proposition for the 
sale of a portion of its plant to the 
city for $759,340, or over $289,000 
more than the city is willing to pay 
for the entire plant. It is assert 
that the company has endeavored to 
create the false impression that the 
city is seeking to condemn and take 
the property without leaving the ques- 
tion of price to a disinterested third 
party. 

The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, This board, desiring to 
make provision fer supplying the Hol- 
lywood section with water from the 
municipal system, offered to purchase 
the plant of the Union 3 Wa- 
ter Company, which serves that sec- 
tion, at the price of $470, 462, which 
the company rejected. The company 
then made a counter-proposition to 
sell a portion of its property to the 
city for $759,340, which this board 
rejected. Thereupon, the compary 
proposed that the city bu nae Plant 
at a valuation to be made the State 
Railroad Commission and this the} 
board rejected on the ground that the 
board was not 1 to condemn 
or take said p nst the will 
of the company, and that in the judg- 
ment of the board its offer of $470,- 
452 was the limit of the value of the 
property to the city. Thereupon, the 
negotiations regarding the purchase 
of said property by the city closed. 

“The offer of the board of $470,- 
452 left the company entirely free to 
accept same or to reject it and keep 
its property. The company; on the 
other hand, x gg Boag effect a sale of 
its property city at its own 
price, has been trying to aécomplish 
its purpose through coercion. Since 
the board’s rejection of the company’s 
proposition, to leave the question of 
price and value to the State Railroad 
Commission, the company has so-

AVE you ever been much afraid? 
Have you ever been in a cholera 
camp? I have been there. I 


know what fear is. 


Among the one-act plays given by 
Holbrook Blinn at the Mason Opera- 
house is “Fear.” 

It is a play for men who have 
known fear, and, most of all, it is a 


play for those who have stood— held 


there by duty—in some God-forsaken 
country where cholera clutched men 
by the guts, crumpled them into 
corpses and tossed them into pits dug 
in muck and sand. - 

“Fear” is hard, tragic—it is tons 
rible, But that does not keep it from 
being art. Women have fainted be- 
fore the “Laocoon,” and their Mfint- 
ing was more than words of praise 
for the unknown sculpturer who hewed 
three agonized forms in the coils of 
a serpent from marble. Holbrook 
Blinn shows a man, normally a strong 
man, being squeezed to death in the 
colls of ‘fear. 

His interpretation is not for those 
whom Kipling calls the “little street- 
bred people;” it is life stripped of 
superfiuities in a sweltering Indian 
outpost. Women turn their faces 
away in horror when the fear-crazed 
Beverley shoots down his fellow-offi- 
cer who has become infected with 


cholera. Men who have never known 


a rougher voice than a traffic polict- 
man’s shout, or a greater fear than 
catching cold, are horrified when 
Beverley meets his not unjust punish- 
ment as a stricken cur should—and 
for the honor of the British service. 


I know what fear is. I know some- 
thing of what fear of the cholera is, 
I have stood with a loaded gun on 
the edge of a plague camp in a land 
hot as the devil’s home, with the 
screaching and howls of the fellows 
who would soon be dead making the 
night hideous. At such time one 
shudders with every bite of food; with 
nerves all torn to pieces one trembles 
at every pain and imagines every 
symptom of the plague-sickness; and 
one doesn't on whether it's the 
fever or the heat, and most often it's 

ragged nerves and fear that makes 
— with him damn their God, 
their country and their flag. 

I have seen enough to know that 
men who go into a fight without a 
tremor and laugh when the bullets 


| pling at their feet, and hardened old

unpervious to every feeling and emo- 


and retching and clutching at their 
bellies. 


As everyone does, I realized, of 
course, that there are no Mmits to the 
technical possibilities of the play- 
wright. But I never expected to see 
the hellishness of desolation and fear 
presented on the stage as Mr. Blinn 
has presented it. 

The basic instinct is fear. And the 
man who gazes into the face of 
Medusian, fear is as gtone-indurated, 


tion that does not sustain the primal 
impulse of self-preservation. And 
when that-fear comes to a man in a 
lonely station, “a million miles from 
home,” not a white woman in the 
horizon’s cup, the plague breaking, 
and every white man irritable, nerve- 
tortured, cursing the fortune that 
dragged him there—I say, then when 
fear comes, and stays, it means a 
crazy man, a sick man goon to be 
dead, or a murderer. 

But also among those “who £0 
where strong men die and weaklings 
dare not come,” there is something 
almost as big as fear—sometimes big- 
ger. It is duty. The psychology of 
duty has never been acceptibly ex- 
plained by even our professors. We 
know fear is an instinct and that duty 
may be a passion. It is duty that has 
kept the English outposts on the fron- 
tlers of India—for probably no white 
man ever went into tropic desolation 
but grew to hate the place. 

And so in the play Beverley is 
stricken with fear, while “Skipton” 
and Brut“ stand face to face with 
the cholera, the heat and the fever 
and do not flinch. They have a pas- 
sion for duty. 

Thus, fear and duty are the motifs 
—the t motives conceivable 
in human action. Love is a petty pas- 
sion beside either. Love is always 
more or less of an affectation, a pose, 
an embroidery of the basic sex pas- 
sion. ate is egotism, seeking to 
avenge the tweaked nose or the 
piqued sensibility. 

In point of technic the play is so 
constructed that, having established 
Beverley’s insane fear and Skipton's 
allegiance to duty, the action moves 
with fatalistic sequence to each cli- 
max. It seems liogical——-it seems 
inevitable. Except for the fact that 
Beverley would not, under any cir- 
cumstances, have remained in the 
bungalow after the test tube had 
been broken and the cholera germs 
scattered, I can see not one incongru-

Only One of Race to Become 
Tieutenant-Colonel. 


Founded Colony for Negroes 
(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

MONROVIA, Sept. 15.—Col. Allen 
Allensworth, United States Army, re- 
tired, who was run down by a motor- 
cycle here Sunday morning, passed 
away yesterday evening. Both arms 
and legs were broken and his skull 
fractured in two places. He never re- 
gained consciousness. The motorcycle 
wae driven by D. 8. White. 

Col. Allensworth enjoyed the unique 
distinction of being the only man of 
the negro race who had served in the 
regular army of the United States and 
attained the rank of leutenant-col- 
onel. He was retired with full pay of 
that rank. He was born in Louisville, 
Ky., April 7, 1842. He several times 
attempted to make his escape from 
slavery and suffered all the hardships 
attending such effort. He was three 
times sold on the auction block. In 
1863 he made his escape from his 
master and joined the United States 
Navy. He served as a steward in the 
navy until the end of the Civil War. 

Immediately after his emancipation 
he entered the schoole of the Baptist 
Home Mission Society at Louisville, 
and by diligent application to his 
books, acquired a practical edu- 
cation. He also studied theology and 
served during the early part of his 
life as both preacher and teacher. 

In 1886, while pastor of the Union 
Baptist Church in Cincinnati, he was 
appointed by President Cleveland to 
the position of chaplain in the regular 
army, and served until four years ago. 
when he was reti as ex- 
ecutive secretary to Dr. Barrows in 
connection with the Parliament of Re- 
ligions at the Columbia Exposition at 
Chicago in 1893. 

Upon his retirement from the army 
he established a colony in the San 
Joaquin Valley for the purpose of giv- 
ing the negroes an opportunity to ex- 

riment in self-government, and he 

mself took residence in the colony, 
though at a considerable sacrifice to 
himself and family. 


During his long and — career 
he. has always stood for the higher 


religious and ethical ideals of the ne- 
gro race. He was author of “Bat 
and Victories,” a book that has at- 
tracted favorable comment. 

He leaves a faithful widow and two 
daughters. His da:schters are both 
married and live in L. Angeles. Mrs.

¥ ABORITE PLAN 
TURNED DOWN. 


A scheme concocted by labor-union 
@gitators who hoped to get control of 
the moving-picture machine operators 
of Los Angeles has failed. The pro- 
moters of the plan tried to get the 
City Council to adopt an ordinance 
that would pave the way for such un- 
fonite control. They proposed to re- 
quire in this ordinance such provisions 
would allow the unions, once they 
ad control of operatives now hold- 
practi- 
cally maintain complete control of the 
number of apprentices, etc. They also 
would have shut out any ambitious 
young man from learning the moving- 
picture operative business unless he 
was from 21 to 30 years of age, and 
they had the matter framed so as to 
make an appeal for its passage on the 
grounds of safety to the public. 

But the moving-picture showhouse 
managers found the “bug” in the ordi- 
mance draft. They protested vigor- 
ously before the Council's Public Safe- 
ty Committee. The plan of a union 
control was plainly set forth by A. P. 
Tugwell, a member of the Board of 


Censors of Moving Pictures, and he
